Claim 22 (Currently amended): A method of treating depression, obsessive disorder, 
and psychosis in a mammal, comprising administering to said mammal: (a) a compound 
that exhibits activity as an SRI antidepressant, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
thereof; and (b) an atypical antipsychotic or pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; 
wherein the active agents "a" and "b" above are present in amounts that render the 
combination of the two agents effective in treating, respectively, depression, obsessive 
compulsive disorder, and psvchosi s. wherein the atypical antipsvchotic agent, or 
pharmaceuticallv acceptable salt thereof, is administered in an amount from about 0.05 
mg per day to about 1500 mg per day, and the antidepressant, or pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof, is administered in an amoimt from about 0.05 mg day to about 
1500 mg per day . 

Claim 23 (Previously presented): The method according to claim 22, wherein the SRI 
antidepressant or pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof is selected from compounds of 
the formula I, 
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wherein phenyl ring A and phenyl ring B can each, independently, be replaced by a 
naphthyl group, and wherein when phenyl ring A is replaced by a naphthyl group, the 
ethereal oxygen of structure I and the carbon to which R^, R"* and NR^R^ are attached, are 
attached to adjacent ring carbon atoms of the naphthyl group and neither of said adjacent 
ring carbon atoms is also adjacent to a fused ring carbon atom of said naphthyl group; 
n and m are, selected, independently, from one, two and three; 

R^ and R^ are selected, independently, from hydrogen (Ci-C4)alkyl, (C2- 
C4)alkenyl, and (C2-C4)alkynyl, or R^ and R^, together with the nitrogen to which they 
are attached, form a four to eight membered saturated ring containing one or two 
heteroatoms, including the nitrogen to which R^ and R^ are attached, wherein the second 
heteroatom, when present, is selected from oxygen, nitrogen and sulfur, and wherein said 
ring may optionally be substituted at available binding sites with from one to three 
substituents selected, independently, from hydroxy and (Ci-C6)alkyl; 

R^andR^ are selected, independently, from hydrogen and (CrC4) alkyl optionally 
substituted with from one to three fluorine atoms, or R^ and R"^, together with the carbon 
to which they are attached, form a four to eight membered saturated carbocyclic ring, and 
wherein said ring may optionally be substituted at available binding sites with from one 
to three substituents selected, independently, from hydroxy and (Ci-C6)alkyl; 
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or and R^, together with the nitrogen to which R^ is attached and the carbon to 
which R^ is attached, form a four to eight membered saturated ring containing one or two 
heteroatoms, including the nitrogen to which R^ is attached, wherein the second 
heteroatom, when present, is selected from oxygen, nitrogen and sulfur, and wherein said 
ring may optionally be substituted at available binding sites with from one to three 
substituents selected, independently, from hydroxy and (Ci-C6)alkyl; 

each X and each Y is selected, independently, from hydrogen, halo (i. e . . ohloro ? 
fluoro, bromo or iodo) , (Ci-C4)alkyl optionally substituted with from one to three fluorine 
atoms, (Ci-C4)alkoxy optionally substituted with from one to three fluorine atoms, cyano,
